PARIS, March 8.—Robert J. Thompson, 
secretary of the Lafayette Monument Com- 
mission, as special commissioner of the 
United States representing President Mc- 
Kinley and in his name, presented to Pres- 
ident Loubet this morning the first of the 
Lafayette dollars, which was enclosed in 
a-casket costing $1000. The presentation 
took place at the Elysee Palace. Mr. 
Thompson in making the presentation said: 

“October 19, 1895, the anniversary of the 
victory of Yorktown of the French and 
American arms in the cause of liberty, the 
American school youths were invited by the 
President and Governors of the several 
States of the United States to contribute 
ther pennies toward the erection of the 
monument in Paris to a son of France, 

great and venerated ally, Gen. Lalay- 
Gite. 

“The response of the childrén was univer- 
sal, the wnoveiment a Sp.ethuld success. In 
further aid and in honor of the work, an 
issue of WO souvenir Silver dol- 
iMTs Was appropriateu and ordered struck 
py Congress. 

‘Of these 300,000 Lafayette dollars the first 
to issue irom the mint was especially pre- 
served for your Exceilency, by the Presi- 
dent of the United S.ates, and I have now 
the distinguished honor of presenting to 
you this coin, a simple and sympathetic 
token in his name and for the people of the 
United States. 

“I voice the gentiments of my country- 
men when I express the hope that this me- 
morial dollar, stamped with likenesses of 
Washington and Lafayette may remain al- 
wavs, as it is to-day, an emblem of the 
amity and the unity of purpose of the two 
great republics of the world.’’ 

In reply, the President said he was deep- 
ly touched by the kind thought of Amer- 
ica’s President and people. He congralu- 
lated himself on receiving this souvenir. 
which was a fresh pledge of the reciprocal 
ties of esteem and friendship which had so 
long united France amd the United States. 
and which he hoped to see draw closer and 
stronger.

WUSTICE PHILLIPS VERY LOW

LONDON, March 3, 2:30 a. m.—The War 
Office has received the following dispaich 
from Gen. Buller: 

‘Ladysmith, Friday, March 2, 6:3 p. m.— 
I find the defeat of the Boers more com- 
plete than I had dared to anticipate. This 
whole district {is completely clear of them, 
and, except at the top of Van Reenen’s 


Pass, where several wagons are visible, - 


can find no trace of them. 

‘Their last train left Modder Sprult Sta- 
tion about 1 o’clock yesterday and they 
then blew up the bridge. They packed their 
wagons six days ago, moving them to the 
north of Ladysmith, so that we had no 
chance of intercepting them; but they have 
left vast quantities of ammunition of all 
sorts, herds, grass, camp and individual 
necessaries. They have got away with all 
guns except two.” 


LONDON, March 8.—H. F. Prevost-Battersby, 
the Post-Dispatch war correspondent with Lord 
Roberts’ army, sends this dispatch to the Post- 
Dispatch’s London bureau: 


OSFONTEIN, March 1, 6:3 p. m.—The 
camp has been advanced five miles in a 
heavy rain. The veldt is improving. 

The Boers have been definitely located 
four miles from the British front, their left 


resting on a high kopje and their right on 
the fiver. The burgher forces are estimated 
to number between 5000 and 6000 and are be- 
lieved to be under jaint command of Gens. 
Botha, Delarey and Dewet. 
H. F. PRBVOST-BATTPERSBY. 
STERKSTROOM, March 2.—Gen. Gatacre 
made a reconnaissance in force toward 
Stosmberg taday. The Boers opposed him 
with two guns, and the British artillery 
pitched some shells into the Boer laager. 


LONDON, March 8.—Gen. Buller’s dis- 
patch to-day from Ladysmith makes it 
clear that the Boers decided to raise the 
siege of the town immediately after they 
learned thay Gen. Cronje was at the 
mercy of Gen. Roberts at Paardeberg. The 
British advance in Natal was then only op- 
posed because it allowed time for the big 
guns and ammunition and stores to be safe- 
ly removed north and west. That the Boers 
were not completely successful in carrying 
out this intention was owing to the fact 
that they were more or less demoralized 
by Gen. Buller’s victorious attack on Tueés- 
Gay. After the battle orders were evi- 
dently given for a hasty retreat to the 
passes, with the result that large quanti- 
ties of ammuiumition and two guns were 
left behind. Virtually speaking, Natal is 
now clear of the republican forces. 

One correspondent writing from Lady- 
smith in description of the siege says: 

‘“Phe onee dashing cavalry brigade has 
practically ceased to exist. At the begin- 
ning of the year we had 6600 horses and 
4500 mules. Before the end of January, we 
could only feed 1100 horses, the others had 
either been converted Into joints, soups and 
sausages or had been lef: to forage for 
themselves, These poor, emaciated ani- 
mals—mere phantoms of horses—were 
among the most painful sights of the slege, 

“Had we possessed an unlimited amount 
of heavy guns and ammunition, we might 
have made the position more bearable Al- 
though not a shot was fired, except in dire 
necessity, there were on Feb. 1 only # 
rounds left for each naval gun, while the 
supply for the field artillery would have 
been exhaasted In a couple of minor en- 
gagements. 

“Fortunately, the Boers were ignorant of 
the true state of affairs. Had they known 
our real weakness they might have dis- 
played greater daring with resulis which— 
now that we are safe—we can venture to 
contemplated. We were victorious solely 
because Gf masterly Inactivity. 

“The bombardment was heavy, but on the 
whole ineffective. It is estimated that dur- 
ing the investment about 12,000 shells were 
thrown Into the town, an average of three 
tons explosive daliy. Yet, we had only 
* men Killed and 188 wounded. Our largest 
losses were from disease.”

‘The firs: object of Bricvish strategy is to 
find and destroy the Boer fleid army. 

“The simplest line of advance for Lord 
Roberts is by Bigemfontein and raliway 
toward Pretoria. This way is better than 
the Kimberley-Mafeking line, because it 
daes not uncover his communication. 

‘The Boer plan must be to concentrate 
only when necessary. Their objective is 
the defense of the passes in the Drakens- 
berg range from Van Reenen's to Laing's 
Nek. ; 

“Kour months’ experience in Natal does 
not encourage a sanguine estimate of what 
Gen. Buller’s force could do by an advance 
on this line. Accordingly, it will not be 
surprising if the bulk of his force be trans- 
ferred to the Western theater of the war 
as soon as rested.”

NO MORE PERFORMANCES. 


Building Commissioner Has Refused 
to Permit a License Until the Legal 
Requirements Are Met. 


As the result of the refusal of Build- 
ing Commissioner Longfellow to issue a 
permit to the License Commissioner to is- 
sue a license for performances, the Odeon 
will probably remain cloged the balance 
of the season. This prevents the hold- 
ing of the concert of the Choral-Symphony 
Gociety, booked for next Thursday even- 


ing. 

Mr. Longfellow’s refusal was finally given 
after a conference with Homer Mvore, 
manager of the Odecn, Friday afternoon. 
Mr. Longfellow had sought the advice of 
the City Counselor since a previous confer- 
ence with Mr. Moore, and his ultimatum 
was that no permit would issue until the 
building is entirely completed in accord- 
ance with the repuirements as to fixe pro- 
tection and safety of patrons which he had 

lawl down. 

The Apollo Club concert on April 17 
and a number of other encertainmenis Wiil 
have to be given up, under this ruling, or 
be held in oiher hails. 

Manager Moore makes the folowing state- 
ment concerning the dilficuity: 

“The Odeon has been operated with Mr. 
Longfellow’s full knowledge and tacit con- 
sent ever since the 28th day of November, 
1899, when the Apollo Club gave its first 
concert for the season to an audience that 
occupied neariy every seat in the house. 
Since that time 2 other pubilc perform- 
ances have been given with audiences 
ranging from 300 to 400 persons up to about 
4000, during which time no accident gf any 
kind has occurred and no person has suf- 
fered any injury. . 

“When the Oaeon was opened the consent 


and co-operation of the Buliding Commis- 
sioner, License Commissioner, Chief of Po- 
lice and the Chief of the Fire Department 
were obtained and the building has been 
Operated ever since with a corps of firemen 
and police on hand to look afier the welfare 
and safety of the public. It is onl¥ within 
the last two weeks that Mr. Longfellow has 
decided that the building is not safe and 
that public performances in it must ceace. 
AS a matter of fact, work on the Odeon has 
been in progress during this time, and it is 
nearer completion now than ever before, 
and coneequently proportionately safer. 
The Odeon Company proposes to abide by 
Mr. Longfellow’s decision in this particu- 
lar and will close the ‘building until the li- 
cense is granted. 

“If the Odeon Company has broken the 
law by giving performances in the Odeon 
it has been done with the full know.edge, 
consent and co-operation of the officials. 

‘Work .on the building has been delayed 
& number of times by strikes and other 
causes, which have prevented its being 
completed within the time limit of the orig- 
inal permit granted to the builder. At the 
expiration of the original permit another 
Was granted by the present Bui.ding Com- 
missioner, in accordance with which the 
work progressed until financial considera- 
tions made it necessary to organize a com- 
pany and raise additional funds with which 
to complete she building. ‘This. occasioned 
a delay of nearly two months, during which 
no work was done on the Odeon. The com- 
pany has been operated only for the last 
few weeks, during which time work has 
been resumed and the Masonic puilding 
very nearly completed. 

“Mr. Longfellow’s contention is the Odeon 
should have been completed even before 


this time and that he cd#nnot consent that it 


e used for public performances until every 
requirement of his office has been com- 
plied with. 

“In an interview Thursday afternoon be- 
tween ‘Mr. Lonefellow and myself it was 
agreed that a written contract, signed bv 
the officers for the coenpany, should be sub- 
mitted to Mr. Longfellow and should em- 
bracé the following conditions already 
agreed upon by him and a committee ap- 
pointed by the company to negotiate the 
terins according to which the Odeon should 
be completed: 

iiret—Fireproof painting of all woodwork on and 


‘above the stage. 


Second—Mineral wool between all stub partitions 
in the dressing-roams. 

Third—Expanded metal and plaster on all parti- 
tions, on stairways and dressing-rooms of stage. 

Fourth—Stiffening of rear wail to be submitted 
to arbitration. 

Fifth—skylight over stage and automatic sprink- 
lers to be provided where similar requirements are 
complied with by the other houses of amusement 
of this city. 

Sixth—Every effort possible to be made to se- 
cure a fire escape opening on the north side of the 
Odeon, 

Serenth—To put in place an asbestos curtain to 
cover the entire proscenium opening. 

“The agreement stipulated that all these 
requirements should be completed in 90 
days, provided a permit was given whereby 
the license could be procured immediately 
and the Odeon be used throughout the re- 


mainder of the season in the fulfillment of | 


leases and contracts. Mr. (Longfellow agreed 


to submit this contract to the City Coun-| 
6elor and act in accordance with his ad-' 


vice. The result was the refusal to permit 
the building to be used. 

‘At the present time the first require- 
ment has been complied with and all the 
woodwork on the stage has been treated 
with fireproof paint. What partitions ex- 
ist are covered with asbestos, which is ab- 
eolutely noncombustfble and approved by 
the Building Commissioner, and as fast as 
the partitions are completed mineral] wool, 
expanded metal and plaster are being used. 
The company is willing to arbitrate at any 
time concerning the rear wall, to put in sky- 
lights and sprinklers when the other ‘the- 
eaters do so, and to put in place the as- 
bestos curtain as soon as it can be made. 
The building ordinance requires exits on 
only two sides of a theater; the Odeon al- 
ready possess exits on three sides, which 
number, all told, is nine, and As willing to 
pay for the privilege of exits‘on the fourth 
eide, either in money or ‘y giving the 
Odeon for one night each season to the 
management of the Rock Church propérty 


for any entertainment it may choose and 


give the proceeds to any charity #& may 
select.’’

Which Go to Make National Greatness or 
Decline.’’

The speaker began his lecture with the 
assertion that the blood of a nation de- 
termined its history, and vice-versa, the 
history of a nation determined its biood. 
He combated Max Nordain’s theory of de- 
seneracy, and said the only degeneracy 
known to science was that which came 
from killing off the bad. He cited the in- 
stance of France, who acknowledges her 
decadence and has appointed a commiss'‘on 
to investigate why her men are less strong 
physically than in.former years, and wh 
the fertility of the race has deteriorated. 
Religious and irreiigious intolerance were 
causes for sance’s decadence. Celibacy 
had another great influence. 

Referring to England the speaker sald 
that the most commonplace ‘“‘Tommy At- 
kins’’ from the East End of London had 
royal blood in his veins. There was no 
doubt in. his mind that England’s present 
Yolley would result in the extermination of 
Z3ritish intelligence and glory. The empire 
must fall. however, for other reason, one 
of which is commercial, but the moral sense 
of the better people of England has been 
against the oppression of one ciass. 

“The United States has not wasted her 
people in#wars, though we had one war, 
and in that the best of us participated— 
the civil war. The descendants of those 
who were killed in that war would have 
been a better class of citizens.”’ 

The only foundation for the theory In- 
dulged by some that war is needed at In- 
tervals to develop a nation mentally, moral- 
ly and physically, had no foundatton in the 
speaker's opinion, except in pure ignorance. 
He did not belleve in manifest destiny. The 
only way to remedy the ills of life was by 
striving for those things that ‘mdKe for 
right and justice, and which are no fFre- 
specter of persons. War was nothing but 
murcer.,

GOOD GOVERNMENT FOR THE GOVERNORS 


The Outlook, official apologist for the Administration, finds 
that the fundamental principle of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence is just government for the benefit of the governed 
and not government based on the consent of the governed. 

Granting the point, although it is clear that the consent 
of the governed ‘is the fundamental principle and the just 
government a corollary, what has the Outlook to say in de- 
fense of the Porto Rican tariff bill? 

This measure is for the benefit of the governors. It is an 
exercise of the taxing power without the consent or the 
representation tn the taxing government, of the taxed. It 
is a violation of the spirit, if not the letter, of the Constitu- 
tion and of the principle for which the fathers of the 
American Republic fought. 

The bill is dictated by the protected interests for their 
benefit, regardless of the weifare of the Porto Ricans. It is, 
in fact, destructive of their interests. 

If, therefore, the Porto Ricans are governed without con- 
sent or representation and for the benefit of their governors, 
where does the Republican. party stand? Is there any prin- 
ciple, either of the Declaration or the Constitution, that it 
respects in the treatment of our new possessions? 

When Gen. Grosvenor, speaking for his party, said on the 
floor of the House of Representatives, “We are going to make 
all the money out of the transaction we can,’ he told the 
truth about the imperial government of our acquisitions. 
Greed 1!s its prime motive and despotism its necessary in- 
strument. 

The “benevolent assimilation”’.of imperialism is the assim- 
lation of the lamb by the lion—benevolent for the assimi- 
lator, but death to the assimilated. 


Denmark would do a good thing for herself in getting rid 
of her unprofitable islands. If she does not take money for 
them now she may lose them in a war with some greedy 
power that will not only pay her nothing for them, but will 
expect her to pay for the war in which they will be taken 
from her.

WAR NO LONGER EXISTS 


Nevertheless, He Declares That am 
Army Must Be Kept on Hand 
to Preserve Order and Weea 
Out Robbers. 


WASHINGTON, March 3.—Gen. Otis has 
declared to Theodore Noyes, a Washington 
newspaper representative now in Manila, 
that while the war is over, the need of 
a large vigilant army in the Philippines has 
not passed. He declares that the process 
of weeding out the robber bands wil] be 
slow work.
